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Remarks 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicants request the Examiner initial the Information Disclosure Statements previously 
submitted with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on June 30, 2006, January 22, 2008, and 
July 9, 2008. (The Information Disclosure Statement filed on January 22, 2008, was partially 
initialed and the Information Disclosure Statements filed on June 30, 2006 and July 9, 2008, 
have not yet been initialed.) Applicants further request that the Examiner review and consider 
the Information Disclosure Statement filed with this Amendment, which Statement discloses 
references of which Applicants have recently become aware. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S. C. $ 112 

The Examiner, as stated in her Interview Summary of March 10, 2009, has been 
persuaded that the § 1 12, first and second paragraph rejections should be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §103 

The Examiner, as stated in her Interview Summary of March 1 0, 2009, was not persuaded 
that the § 103(a) rejection has been overcome. Accordingly, claims 20-21 and 46-48, rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), are herein canceled without prejudice. Applicants will pursue such 
claims in a later-filed continuation application. 

Ob jected to Claims 

Objected to claim 22 has been re-written in independent form. 

Claim Amendments 

Claims 15, 22, 43, 49 and 50 are amended herein. Support for the amendments can be 
found in Applicants' specification, such as on the following pages: 

Claim 15 : forming the glucosamine into a food supplement (p. 11, line 17-p. 12, line 7; 

p. 26, Example 9; p. 5, lines 5-6). 

Claim 22 : re-written in independent form. 
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Claim 43 : separating the glucosamine in a manner such that it is suitable for use in a 
food supplement, is in the original claims as filed as well as disclosed in the specification 
at p. 14, lines 4-7 and 14-23. 

Claim 49 : same amendment and support as discussed above for claim 15. 
Claim 50 : clarification that the single acidic reaction step is performed on non-pretreated 
fungal biomass, is supported throughout the specification (p. 13, line 10-p. 14, line 26 
and the original claims).
